B enjam in Franklin and John Adam s 
were great Am ericans, men try ing to 
attain an im p ossible dream - “ Freedom 
for all, m alice tow ard none, life, liberty 
and the p u rsu it of hap p iness.” 


Becau se of the ex cep tional p roblems 
and concerns being ex p erienced by some 
town officials, I think it only p rop er that 
all concerned p arties be aware of them for 
two reasons, 1.

W halen and the continu ou s help he has 
giv en me in the best interest of the 
Esop u s Work Relief Program . 
Becau se of su ch assistance, ou r Work 
Relief Program realized the efforts, du r­ 
ing M arch and Ap ril of this y ear, of 8 
m ale and 2 female Home Relief Reci­ 
p ients who a total of 530 hou rs. To date 
I hav e p laced su ch em p loy able p ersons in 
the Highway , Assessors Office, Port Ewen 
W ater D ep artm ent and D ep artm entof the 
Port Ewen Library . Althou gh my records 
reflect a decrease from 37 cases in Ja nu ­ 
ary to 23 cases as of this date it shou ld 
be noted th at at least ten (lO)cases were 
“ CLOSED" as a direct resu lt of action 
taken by the town in rep orting inform a­ 
tion to the Case Worker of the p erson 
inv olv ed.

WASHINGTON - In the p ast few months the media has been u sing 
the where-are-they -now angle on the y ou ng rads of the ‘60s. If a 
rep orter had been sent ou t on Ap ril 9 th to do su ch a p iece on Phil 
Ochs, the p olitical trou badou r, he wou ld hav e fou nd the comp oser of 
“I Ain’t M archin’ Any more” hanging by his neck. 
So we know where Phil Ochs is now, dead by a noose of his own ty ing 
at age 35. He was, p erhap s ev en more than artists like Baez and Seeger, 
the most generou s of all with his time and his talent. There seemed 
to be no grou p with a cau se so obscu re or a membership so small that 
Ochs wou ldn’t p erform for it. The recip rocity between the man and 
the p olitical tu rbu lence of the decade was so comp lete they merged. 
When the one died, the other had to. 
His Rolling Stone obitu ary (May 20) sp eaks of him as a man who’d 
been drinking too mu ch the last few y ears, as a p erformer whose career 
had asp hy x iated already , as a remaindered item, the last narrow lap el 
jacket on the store rack. Su icide is the decent thing to do if y ou ’re 
a well-known p erson who’s gone ou t of fashion. 
Ochs didn’t destroy himself becau se he was su rp lu s inv entory to the 
record bu siness. At least from the accou nts in his v ariou s obitu aries, 
it wou ld seem that it was less that than a case of a man who fou nd 
the earth falling away from his feet. As the p ersons who made u p the 
great crowd scenes of the ‘60s stole away to inv isible liv es, as the sense 
of ex cited, historic crisis su bsided, Ochs lost that which made and 
su stained him. He went to Allende’s Chile to p artake of the stimu lation 
and hop e of rev olu tionary ex p ectations there. Ev en had Allende 
su cceeded it p robably wou ldn’t hav e satisfied Ochs. Generally , as Tom 
Paine and Che Gu ev ara might hav e told him, y ou only get to p lay a 
significant p art in one rev olu tion, and Ochs’ rev olu tion, in his own 
cou ntry , nev er came off. 
Most rev olu tions nev er do. Insu rrectionary sp irits lead disap p ointed 
liv es, bu t American radicals hav e p articu larly try ing p roblems. 
They ’v e nev er been able to formu late a coherent and endu ring p rogram 
to help them get throu gh the low p eriods. Ev en when they ’re cresting 
they seldom hav e mu ch of a p rogram, bu t when the battle is heav y 
cou rage su ffices for thou ght. 
Ochs had cou rage, bu t like other radi­ 
cals before him there was little to keep 
him going throu gh the dry p eriods... no 
body of thou ght, no organization. Nativ e 
American radicalism is more often than 
not bu ndles of v alu es, not of doctrines. 
Pau l Robeson, a great artist of the ‘30s 
and ‘40s, em braced the Com m u nists, 
p erhap s so th at he cou ld hav e some kind 
of stru ctu re to hang on to. Bu t com ­ 
m u nism is tru ly u n-Am erican becau se it’s 
too organized, too didactic to su it the 
banshee sp irit of p rotest th at has charac­ 
terized ou r nativ e radicalism , so Robeson 
liv ed p ersecu ted, y es, bu t chiefly ignored. 
He was a strong m an and cou ld stand the 
isolation. Ochs cou ldn’t. 
As a Presby terian nation it’s difficu lt 
for u s to keep ou r m inds on p olitics. W e’re 
brou ght u p to believ e life is a lonesome 
test of ou r free will, th at triu m p h or 
failu re, hap p iness or misery , deriv ed not 
from the way we shap e ou r society 
throu gh p olitics bu t how we shap e ou r 
sou ls 
throu gh 
indiv idu al 
ap p lication. 
Ochs believ ed in grou p action. 
Jerry Ru bin offered to help him. “ I tried 
to get him into therap y or y oga bu t he ju st 
wou ldn’t help himself. W hat more can 1 
say ? Me was so tied to p olitical changes 
th at when the sp irit went down he went 
down with it,” say s Ru bin, ex emp lify ing 
the u rge to seek p erfection of the sou l 
instead of im p rov em ent in ou r institu ­ 
tions. 
Is there another nation on the globe 
th at p u ts su ch high hop es in p sy chiatry

Rice has made a fortu ne by taking adv antage of a Small Bu siness 
Administration p rogram intended to help fledgling minority en­ 
trep reneu rs. He has been aided by the influ ence of his cou sin, Rep . 
Joe, who hap p ens to head the Hou se Small Bu siness Committee. 
In retu rn, Rice has help ed his cou sin the congressman. When Joe 
Ev ins was looking for a bu y er of his family s controlling stock in the 
First Central Bank of Smithv ille, Rice came u p with the p u rchase 
p rice. At the time, Rice was v ice chairman of the bank and Ev ins was 
chairman. 
Ev ins and Rice hav en’t kep t it all in the family . T hey hav e inclu ded 
Howard Greenberg, the former staff director of Ev in s committee, in 
the cozy relationship . 
As a former dep u ty director, Greenberg knew the right p eop le at the 
Small Bu siness Administration. His p osition as the Hou se Small 
Bu siness staff chief also gav e him a sp ecial influ ence ov er them. He 
u sed his influ ence time and again to help Rice with his Small Bu siness 
p roblems. 
O u r associate. Jack Cloherty has now 
discov ered th at Greenberg has had a 
$20,000-a-y ear consu lting agreem ent with 
Rice since Janu ary . Yet Greenberg didn’t 
leav e the Sm all Bu siness C om m ittee u n­ 
til the end of M arch. 
D esp ite the p ressu re from Cap itol Hill, 
m eanwhile, the Sm all Bu siness Adm inis­ 
tration began taking a closer look at 
Rice’s op erations. A confidential SBA 
au dit charges, for ex am p le, th at the 
congressm an's cou sin “div erted ap p rox ­ 
im ately $15,000 to his p ersonal accou nt 
that belongs to the stockholders of Best 
(Serv ices)." 
Best Serv ices is one of sev eral "m itrity ” 
firm s which Rice has sp onsored. These 
firm s are able to gain nonbid contracts 
with the arm ed serv ices for kitchen and 
janitorial du ties becau se of their "d isad ­ 
v antaged" statu s. 
T he sam e SBA au dit disclosed that 
Best Serv ices, controlled by Rice, m ade a 
net p rofit of $8 8 6,336 handling K P at Fort 
Benning, Ga., for 17 m onths. And this 
whop p ing p rofit didn’t inclu de another 
$244,48 7 consu ltant’s fee, which Best 
p aid its “sp onsoring" firm , Worldwide 
Serv ices. Rice also controls Worldwide 
Serv ices. 
T his sp onsoring arrangem ent was in­ 
tended by SBA to help m inority firms get 
off the grou nd. The Big Brother firms 
were su p p osed to p rov ide some working 
cap ital and m anagem ent ex p ertise. Then, 
in the sp irit of giv ing m inority bu si­ 
nessm en a break, the nonm inority firms 
were su p p osed to bow ou t when the new 
bu sinesses got rolling. 


Instead, Rice u sed the p rogram to set 
u p m inority fronts with the real control 
rem aining in his hands. This becam e an 
all too common p ractice u nder the setu p . 
T he General Accou nting Office fou nd 
that the sp onsoring firm s sim p ly “ u sed 
former em p loy es as stockholders and of- 


rou tine bu siness m atters and were not 
aware of v ery im p ortant m atters sp ecific 
to their own bu sinesses." 
For ex am p le, GAO fou nd th at “one 
disadv antaged secretary -treasu rer signed 
corp orate docu m ents and checks with an 
‘X ’. He stated th at, as an officer of the 
firm, he cleaned u p arou nd the office.” 
When SBA officials tried to rev ise the 
ru les to giv e the genu ine m inority bu si­ 
nessmen control ov er their own op era­ 
tions, the mov e was sq u elched with the 
help of Rep . Ev ins and his staff director. 
Rice was p rofiting m ightily , m eanwhile, 
from setting u p these p hony m inority 
enterp rises. At one tim e, he was inv olv ed 
in six of them . His Su p erior Serv ices 
receiv ed nearly $5 million in gov ernm ent 
contracts. Su p rem e Serv ices got at least 
$2 million and Q u ality Food collected 
another $1 million. Best Serv ices receiv ed 
abou t $1.5 million 
Rice's W orldwide Serv ices, as the sp on­ 
soring firm, sip honed off hu ge m an­ 
agem ent 
fees 
from 
these op erations. 
These u su ally am ou nted, GAO fou nd, to 
abou t 15 p er cent of the firm ’s gross 
incomes. In addition, as p art owner, Rice 
wou ld get a cu t of the p rofits that the 
“ m inority ” firm s earned. 
The SBA ru les req u ire th at any firm 
ex ceeding 
a 
lim ited 
"size standard" 
wou ld lose its right to sm all bu siness 
contracts. T his p osed a p roblem for Rice, 
whose firm s kep t reaching the u p p er 
lim its of the size standard. 
E nte r R e p . E v ins a nd H ow a rd 
G reenberg again. “ Ev ery tim e one of 
Rice's firm s ap p roached the size standard 
lim it,” a form er SBA official told u s, 
“Greenberg wou ld come in and fight to 
hav e it raised.” 
T his may help ex p lain why the sm all 
bu siness size standard has been raised 
sev eral tim es since 19 7 0. 
T he SBA is now taking step s to m onitor 
the sp onsors of m inority bu sinessm en, 
inclu ding the congressm an's cou sin. W ith 
ficers" of the sham m inority firm s and 5 Ev ins retiring from Congress this y ear,

R u bin’s old p artner in rev olu tionary 
daffiness, Abbie Hoffman, has gone into 
crim e instead of therap y and, still u nder 
the illu sion he’s a p olitical leader, liv es 
the life of a fu gitiv e from a cocaine bu st. 
Giv en what the FBI will do to hav e 
radicals fired from their jobs and div orced 
by their sp ou ses, one wonders if Abbie 
had m u ch of a choice. 
“ It is clear th at this p rocess leads to the 
ev entu al ou tlawing of radicals, in the 
sense of literally forcing them ou tside the 
law,” 
writes Diana Johnstone of an 
analogou s p rocess taking p lace in West 
G erm any . “If they can’t p ractice their 
p rofession, if they may ev en be chased 
from their lodgings, w hat is to become of 
them ? Su ch ex clu sion from norm al socie­ 
ty is a clear incitem ent to crim e. Crime 
is, moreov er, an absolu tely necessary p art 
of the modern au thoritarian state, which 
aim s to destroy p olitical dissent as su ch 
by refu sing dissidents the dignity of a 
p olitical op p osition and forcing them into 
a p erm anent gam e of cop s and robbers...” 
Phil Ochs chose to hang himself. 


then p rov ided goods and serv ices to the 
new firm s for a fancy fee. M any sp onsor­ 
ing com p anies also held u p to 49 p er cent 
of the stock in the new bu sinesses. 
Yet ev en this u nderstates the ex tent to 
which the sp onsors p u lled the op erating 
strings. M any sp onsors, inclu ding Rice, 
ex ercised far more control ov er their 
“ m inority ” firm s than the p ap erwork 
shows. 
The GAO interv iewed 23 “ m inority ” 
firm p residents and fou nd th at many 
"lacked, ev en a basic u nderstanding of 


Rice will also lose some of his influ ence. 
Bu t he still stands to m ake millions, ou r 
sou rces say , when he div ests his "m inor­ 
ity ” firms. 
All in all, he has done rather well with 
the help of his kinfolk. The losers are the 
tax p ay ers — and the disadv antaged bu si­ 
nessm en who were su p p osed to get the 
benefits that Rice obtained.

Does any citizen believ e th at the N a­ 
tional Association for the A dv ancem ent of 
Colored Peop le was organized to help 
p oor whites? Or th a t the Ku Klu x Klan 
is contribu ting to free scholarship s for 
disadv antaged black children? 
T here are Polish-Am erican societies, 
Italian-A m erican, G erm an bu nds, Afro- 
Am erican - ev en Chinese tongs. Do y ou 
think th at any of these is working toward 
a brotherhood of all? The A nti-D efam a­ 
tion Leagu e of B ’nai B’rith ex ists solely , 
as its nam e imp lies, to target and ex p ose 
anti-Sem ites. 
Su rely y ou hav e heard of the Black 
C au cu s in Congress. Do they band togeth­ 
er to p rom ote the welfare of the U nited 
S tates or the long-ov erdu e eq u ality of 
Negroes? 
Preju dice is the p rerogativ e of the fear­ 


fu l. It goes deep in the Am erican charac­ 
ter and sp reads in m any directions. At a 
Tex as ranch, President Ly ndon Johnson 
told me th at the two major p arties wou ld 
not nom inate a Sou therner.

Jimmy Carter has been tell­ 
ing us we must love America. 
Ronald Reagan, taking a dif­ 
ferent tack, has been trying to 
rekindle pride in America. The 
contrast between the two ap­ 
proaches raises an interesting 
question: How do you express 
a love for your country without 
doing your best to preserve its 
position in a world that, as any 
session of the UN demon­ 
strates, is bent on ganging up 
against it? 
With his annoying vague­ 
ness, 
Jimmy Carter hasn’t 
quite gotten around to the 
specifics of what would con­ 
stitute love in action. Ronald 
Reagan tumbled to the need 
for specifics too late to win the 
Florida primary. But he dis­ 
covered he had hit a vital 
nerve in North Carolina when 
he began talking about the 
humiliations his country had 
been forced to suffer as a result 
of the one-sided Kissinger- 
Ford detente policies. When 
Kissinger tried to raise the 
question of Angola in Moscow, 
Leonid Brezhnev said, “ You 
will discuss it with Sonnen- 
feldt.” Kissinger had no come­ 
back for such an insultingly 
airy dismissal. Helmut Son- 
nenfieldt, of course, is the man 
who had asked eastern Europe 
to accept an “ organic" rela­ 
tionship to Moscow. 
America n Prid e Defined 


The issue of American pride 
has been clearly defined by 
Pat Moynihan at the UN when 
he lashed out at the Third 
World’s "politics of resent­ 
ment and the economics of 
envy.” The cheers that went 
up when Moynihan set out to 
repudiate the charges that we 
were 
imperialist 
exploiters 
should have had an immediate 
effect on the various presiden­ 
tial political candidates. For a 
moment it seemed that Sena­ 
tor Henry Jackson was about 
to make good use of his friend­ 
ship with Moynihan. But he 
slid off too rapidly into sterile 
talk about secondary "labor" 
issues, such as right-to-work 
laws and the application of 
uniform wage standards to all 
parts of the country. If any­ 
thing is obvious, 1976 is not 
the year of the "labor vote” - 
labor has become too middle- 
class to worry unduly about 
the doctrinaire ideas that pre­ 
occupy George Meany. 
Reagan chose his ground 
well when he began to or­ 
chestrate patriotic themes in 
Texas, the "Alamo State.” 
Texans are, as a rule, not 
afflicted with the guilt feelings 
that disturb Eastern liberals. 
When Reagan let Jerry Ford 


have it because of Adminis­ 
tration double-talk about the 
Panama Canal, he may have 
been underplaying the possi­ 
bilities of Canal lock sabotage 
if the Panamanian dictator. 
General Omar Torrijos, should 
give a tacit signal to students 
for a “ demonstration.” But he 
surely underscored the humil­ 
iating aspects of the current 
semi-secret 
negotiations 
in 
which the State Department 
(not Congress) proposes to re­ 
linquish our clear rights to 
operational sovereignty in 
Canal Zone territory which we 
bought in 1903. We have been 
negotiating with a pro-Castro 
Panamanian 
regime 
under 
threats; indeed, the Pa n ­ 
amanian dictator has talked 
about 
going the 
“ Ho Chi 
Minh” route if we refuse to 
cede the one to a Panama that 
had never owned it. 
(The 
original title to the region was 
Colombia’s.) 
A double Canal Zone sov­ 
ereignty agreement negotiated 
with a friendly Panamanian 
government pledged to uphold 
the Monroe Doctrine would be 
one thing. But Torrijos has 
made 
common 
cause 
with 
Cuban Marxists. How could 
we be more humiliated in a 
post-Angola period than to be 
forced to make deals with a 
Torrijos who has had a prom­ 
ise of military aid from Fidel 
Castro himself? It is really 
incredible that Barry Gold- 
water, who had objected to 
truckling to Panama in his 
“ Why Not Victory?" in 1962, 
should be now attacking Re­ 
agan for standing on our rights 
in the Canal controversy. 
No Irresp o nsib le Ta lk 


Reagan has not been talking 
“ irresponsibly” about commit­ 
ting U.S. soldiers to profitless 
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no-win overseas campaigns. 
But he has been objecting to 
Kissinger’s 
African policies, 
which, in effect, would speed 
the day when black guerrillas, 
with or without Soviet and 
Cuban help, might hope to 
topple 
the 
white 
minority 
Rhodesian government of Ian 
Smith. We may take it for 
granted that a quarter of a 
million whites cannot forever 
continue to rule six or seven 
million blacks in Rhodesia. 
But the Smith government, in 
all sincerity, has been trying to 
negotiate a gradual change in 
Rhodesian 
institutions 
that 
would not result in instant 
despoliation and murder of the 
productive forces of the coun­ 
try. If Kissinger is going to talk 
about majority rule, he should 
be careful to couple it with a 
defense of minority rights. 
What Reagan is doing is to 
articulate 
the 
national 
re­ 
bound from the humiliations 
of the Vietnam collapse, 
which, as the North Vietnam­ 
ese chief of staff, General 
Dung, has recently said, was 
made in Washington, D.C. He 
is carrying Jimmy Carter’s 
commitment of “ love" a step 
further; the Reagan commit­ 
ment is to pride, which is 
another word for “ live in ac­ 
tion.”

A L B A N Y , N.Y. (CPI) 
The Senate acted on 55 bills 
Wednesday as lawmakers, set­ 
ting their sights on ending the 
1976 session bv the end of the 
month, attempted to dear a 
calendar jammed with hun­ 
dreds of bills.

Some of the bills will see 
light of day only in one house 
and are intended to establish 
a record for individual law 
makers who must run for re- 
election this fall.

up on the 
governor's desk. 
The sex education bill, in­ 
troduced 
by 
Sen. 
Norman 
Levy R South Merrick, was 
approved 41-15 after a short 
debate, it would permit a 
pupil to be excused from a 
class on a parent’s objection 
about the content of instruc­ 
tional 
material, 
unless the 
course was required by thp 
state education commissioner. 
The 
education 
watchdog 
bill, sponsored by Sen. l arky 
Lombardi, R-Syracuse. would 
appropriate $400,006 to re­ 
establish an office eliminated 
by Gov. Hugh Carey a year 
ago It was given a fair chance 
of survival in the Assembly, 
but its likelihood of success at 
the governor’s desk was uncer­ 
tain at best. 
Another measure approved 
and sent to the Assembly 
would require the state to for­ 
ward tax refund checks within 
a reasonable time or pay in­ 
terest to the taxpayer. 
Sponsored by Sen William 
Conklin, R-Brixtkiyn, the bill 
was introduced in response to 
Carey’s announcement a few 
weeks ago that it might be 
necessary next spring to delay 
refunds until after the April 1 
beginning of the next fiscal 
year in order to bring the 
state’s budget technically into 
balance. 
If it is approved in the As­ 
sembly, the plan will receive a 
cool welcome in the governor’s 
office. 
A bill that would permit the 
state to lease lands under Lake 
Erie for the production of nat 
oral gas was passed , but was 
reconsidered and laid aside

passed. One would have com­ 


mitted the board to an air 
conditioning system for an art 
classroom or remove the room 
from student use.

"Not wishing to issue a 
blank check, a majority of the 
board declined to pass them

Legal Services File Suit 
Defending Honest Welfare 


KINGSTON — In the hue and cry that 


has gone up in Ulster County in recent 
weeks over welfare abuse, fraud and 
reform, attention has been centered on 
ineligible and non-deserving welfare reci- 
pients. Almost no one has spoken up for 
those who cannot support themselves, for 
the protection of their dignity, for the 
continued provision of their income sup- 
plement as they struggle to make ends 
meet. 


But someone is speaking for them today 


in Federal District Court in Manhattan, 
after filing a statewide class action law- 
suit in their behalf. 


Bryan Hetherington, managing at- 


torney at the Kingston office of the Mid- 
Hudson Valley Legal Services Project, 
says his organization filed the suit to 
enjoin a new amendment to the state 
Social Services Law which will require 
that by May 14 (tomorrow), all recipients 
of home relief under the age of 21, who are 
living apart from a legally responsible 


relative (except those who reside with a 
spouse), obtain a Family Court order of 
disposition in a support proceeding 
brought by them by this Friday. 


Forty-seven young people in Ulster 


County will be off of assistance and have 
no where to turn, says Hetherington, if 
the statute is not enjoined today. Those 
people, he says, live apart from their 
parents or step-parents. 


He deplored the fact that the time 


schedule they had been given in which to 
obtain proper legal papers and appear at 
the support proceeding was totally im- 
possible to meet. The law requiring the 
disposition and proceeding had only been 
enacted in late March, he noted, and 
recipients were only notified in late April 
or early May. 


To obtain the disposition paper and the 


signatures it required in so short a time 
was wholly inconceivable, Hetherington 
suggests, simply because the Ulster 
County Family Court backlog is so bad. 


One young Ulster County recipient filed 


with the local court the day he received 
the notice, he said, and was told her 
hearing could not be set until June 10— 
almost a month after the deadline. An- 
other, with a parent living outside the 
county, could obtain no information 
whatsoever on when her hearing would be 
held, since the decision would be made by 
the Family Court in the county in which 
her mother resides, and not by the Ulster 
court. 


The Mid-Hudson Valley Legal Services 


Project feels the statute is unrealistic 
and that the State Legislature 


attempted piecemeal reform only, 


without considering the consequences of 
its action. 


Hetherington applauded Ulster County 


Social Services for assuming an obliga- 
tion to clear all recipients and establish- 
ing whether a legally responsible relative 
could provide support. And for using 
authority to make them support 


recipients. But he condemned the legis- 
lature for taking responsibility away from 
$10,000 a year social workers and placing 
it on $40,000 a year Family Court judges 
in the name of welfare reform. 
Most of the young people affected, he 


said, have no relatives who can support 
them. Ulster County recipients include 
some who have lost one parent to death 
and whose remaining parent is on welfare. 
Other Ulster youngsters have been aban- 
doned or thrown out of their homes or 
have missing parents. 


They would have to wait for months 


until Family Court could hear their cases 
or find their parents or transfer their 
papers elsewhere, says Hetherington. He 
suggests that a 
more comprehensive 


view on welfare reform is necessary. 


The hearing on whether the law should 


be temporarily restricted or temporarily 
enjoined, pending disposition of the law- 
suit, began late this morning before Judge 
Charles Haight Jr. in Federal District 
Court in Manhattan.

Tuesday night and held her hostage for 
almost 20 hours at gunpoint. 


"He was of extreme value," said 


State Police Major Francis Steinkamp 
of Parole Officer James Kirkman, 27. 
"He was the only one who had any 
rapport with that fellow Byrne." 


Kirkman was flown by police heli- 


copter from Poughkeepaie to the wind 
blown stretch of highway where the life 
and death saga of Edward Karl Byrne 
and 
his 20-year old hostage 
ended 


shortly after 4 p.m. Wednesday. 


Klrkrnan had been Byrne's parole of- 


ficer at Greenhaven Prison in Dutchess 
County where Byrne was serving a six 
year to life sentence for the rifle slaying 
of his father-in-law in Mineola in 1963. 


"Negotiations" between Byrne" and 


about three dozen state troopers with 
Major Steinkamp as spokesmen for the 
police, had been underway for almost 
two hours when the parole officer ar- 
rived on the scene. The major made it 
clear today that the police never had 
any intention of giving in to Byrne's 
demands. 


"He wanted a car," the major said. 


"He wanted to take the girl and leave. 
There was absolutely no chance of our 
agreeing to that." State police had shot 
out the rear tire of Byrne's car when it 
was spotted and chased by state police. 


Kirkman talked to Byrne for the bet- 


ter part of three hours. All the time, 
Byrne had a loaded .38 caliber revolver 
pointed at the back of 20-year old Irene 
Racz's head. 


"1 told him that no one had been 


injured, that we were trying to help 
him," Kirkman told the Freeman. "I 
kept telling him that he had to give me 
the gun He didn't know anybody but 
me and the girl. She kept talking^to 
him encouraging him to give it up. 


Byrne 
handed 
the 
gun 
over 
to 


Kirkman at 4:10 p.m. He was charged 
with kidnaping, reckless endangerment 
and possession of a deadly weapon. 
He's due Rensselaer County Court next 
week. 


As police reconstruct it, the saga 


began shortly after 9 p.m. Tuesday 
when Byrne showed up at Miss Racz's 
home with a bottle of liquor as a 
"peace offering" after a recent disagree- 
ment between the two. He ended up 
abducting the girl and tying up her 
stepmother and locking her in a'closet. 
Police were called when 
neighbors 


heard the woman kicking and scream- 
ing in the closet. 


State police say the couple spent the 


night in the woods near Dover Plains in 
Dutchess County and then headed east 
into Connecticut and 
Massachusetts. 


The girl twice sought help, once telling 
a man in a grocery store in East Stock- 
bridge that she was being kidnaped, 
another time leaving a note in a diner 
in Nassau, N.Y. (east of Albany) that 
she was being kidnaped. Massachusetts 
state police alerted New York state po- 
lice and they were on the lookout for 
Byrne's car when it crossed over into 
New York around 11 a.m. Wednesday. 


After blowing out the tire on Byrne's 


car state police surrounded it and the 
negotiations began. Weather was a fac- 
tor, according to Major s Steinkamp. 
"He wasn't dressed for it and it kept 
getting colder," said the major. 


Byrne, after handing over the gun to 


his parole officer, gave up without a 
struggle. The girl was examined for in- 
juries. She had scratches and a lump 
on her head apparently incurred during 
her abduction. 


For police, it was a "good team ef- 


fort" between law enforcement author- 
ities in Poughkeepsie and state police 
in two states and with parole officers. 


"The overriding thing as a parole of- 


ficer is that you know the guy. You 
work with the guy and you try to help 
him," said Kirkman. "That was the 
leverage we needed."

And Resolution Doesn't Please Koenie 


Taxing (Sales) Time for Legislature Tonight

KINGSTON - The Ulster 


County Legislature will act to- 
night on a resolution which 
could raise sales taxes coun- 
tywide by one-half of one per 
cent. County residents would, 
if the resolution passes, pay a 
sales tax of five and a half per 
cent. However, Kingston's 
sales tax would remain at sev- 
en per cent, with one-half of 
one per cent preempted by the 
county. (A current breakdown 
of the sales tax reads: New 
York State, four per cent; Ul- 
ster County, one per cent; 
Kingston sales tax, two per 
cent.) The measure would give' 
both the county and the city 
one and a half per cent of the 
sales tax, and that means, 
according to Kingston Mayor 
Francis R. Koenig, a loss of 
four to five hundred thousand 


dollars in sales lax revenues 
for the City, annually. 


Predictably, that loss angers 


Koenig. Telling the Freeman 
that a loss of that much reven- 
ue would necessitate a raise of 
$10 to S15 dollars per thousand 
in real estate taxes, Koenig 
said,

Whatever, the case, those Lake Placid officials seem in far better 


shape than those trying to complete the facilities in Montreal for this 
year's summer games What a fiasco that has been The athletes going 
to Montreal are still wondering if the stadium will be completely built. 


New York State and Lake Placid have good financial starts for the 


'80 games If the money is handled properly and if the construct costs 
don't get way out of line, the $28 million should go a long way

represent I will not permit those whose 
intent it is to abuse the Home Relief 
program and our highly effective Town

mumcate mv findings to the responsible 
Case Worker and/or to the Work Relief

Nicholas Von Hoffman 
Death of a Troubadour 


WASHINGTON - In the past few months the media has been using 


the where-are-they-now angle on the young rads of the '60s If a 
reporter had been sent out on April 9th to do such a piece on Phi 
Ochs, the political troubadour, he would have found the composer of 
"I Ain't Marchm' Anymore" hanging by his neck 


So we know where Phil Ochs is now, dead by a noose of his own tying 


at age 35 He was, perhaps even more than artists like Baez and Seeger, 
the most generous of all with his time and his talent There seemed 
to be no group with a cause so obscure or a membership so small that 
Ochs wouldn't perform for it The reciprocity between the man and 
the political turbulence of the decade was so complete they merged 
When the one died, the other had to. 


His Rolling Stone obituary (May 20) speaks of him as a man who d 


been drinking too much the last few years, as a performer whose career 
had asphyxiated already, as a remaindered item, the last narrow lapel 
jacket on the store rack Suicide is the decent thing to do if you re 
a well-known person who's gone out of fashion 


Ochs didn't destroy himself because he was surplus inventory to the 


record business At least from the accounts in his various obituaries, 
it would seem that it was less that than a case of a man who found 
the earth falling away from his feet As the persons who made up the 
great crowd scenes of the '60s stole away to invisible lives, as the sense 
of excited, historic crisis subsided, Ochs lost that which made and 
sustained him He went to Allende's Chile to partake of the stimulation 
and hope of revolutionary expectations there Even had Allende 
succeeded it probably wouldn't have satisfied Ochs. Generally, as Tom 
Paine and Che Guevara might have told him, you only get to play a 
significant part m one revolution, and Ochs' revolution, in his own 
country, never came off 


Most revolutions never do Insurrectionary spirits lead disappointed 


lives, but American radicals have particularly trying problems 
They've never been able to formulate a coherent and enduring program 
to help them get through the low periods Even when they're cresting 
they seldom have much of a program, but when the battle is heavy 
courage suffices for thought 


Ochs had courage, but like other radi 


cals before him there was little to keep 
him going through the dry periods 
no 


body of thought, no organization Native 
American radicalism is more often than 
not bundles of values, not of doctrines 
Paul Robeson, a great artist of the '30s 
and 
40s, embraced the Communists, 


perhaps so that he could have some kind 
of structure to hang on to But com- 
munism is truly un-American because it's 
too organized, too didactic to suit the 
banshee spirit of protest that has charac 
terized our native radicalism, so Robeson 
lived persecuted, yes, but chiefly ignored 
He was a strong man and could stand the 
isolation Ochs couldn't 


As a Presbyterian nation it's difficult 


for us to keep our minds on politics We re 
brought up to believe life is a lonesome 
test of our free will, that triumph or 
failure, happiness or misery, derived not 
from the way we shape our society 
through politics but how we shape our 
souls through individual 
application 


Ochs believed in group action 


Jerry Rubin offered to help him "I tried 


to get him into therapy or yoga but he just 
wouldn t help himself What more can I 
sav ' He was so tied to political changes 
that when the spirit went down he went 
down with it,' says Rubin, exemplifying 
the urge to seek perfection of the soul 
instead of improvement in our mstitu 
tions 


Is there another nation on the globe 


that puts such high hopes in psychiatry 


and religion9 Rubin rejoined America 
when he became a self help practitioner 
and came to believe that, if black people 
are poor and white people don't have job 
satisfaction it's because they don't pray 
enough or they don t pra> the right way 
or theyve failed to achieve self fulfill 
ment Jesus founded the human potential 
movement and Jimmy Carter is proof of 
what the short course in God therapy can 
do Ochs couldn't sing that kind of music 


Rubins old partner in revolutionary 


daffiness Abbie Hoffman, has gone into 
crime instead of therapy and, still under 
the illusion he's a political leader, lives 
the life of a fugitive from a cocaine bust 
Given what the FBI will do to have 
radicals fired from their jobs and divorced 
by their spouses one wonders if Abbie 
had much of a choice 


'It is clear that this process leads to the 


eventual outlawing of radicals, in the 
sense of literally forcing them outside the 
law," writes Diana Johnstone of an 
analogous process taking place in West 
Germany "If they can't practice their 
profession, if they may even be chased 
from their lodgings what 13 to become of 
them9 Such exclusion from normal socie 
ty is a clear incitement to crime Crime 
is moreover, an absolutely necessary part 
of the modern authoritarian state, which 
aims to destroy political dissent as such 
by refusing dissidents the dignity of a 
political opposition and forcing them into 
a permanent game of cops and robbers

But he dis- 
covered he had hit a vital 
nerve in North Carolina when 
he began talking about the 
humiliations his country had 
been forced to suffer as a result 
of the one-sided Kissinger- 
Ford detente p'olicies. When 
Kissinger tried to raise the 
question of Angola in Moscow, 
Leonid Brezhnev said, "You 
will discuss it with Sonnen- 
feldt." Kissinger had no come- 
back for such an insultingly 
airy dismissal. Helmut Son- 
nenfieldt, of course, is the man 
who had asked eastern Europe 
to accept an "organic" rela- 
tionship to Moscow. 
American Pride Defined 


The issue of American pride 


has been clearly defined by 
Pat Moynihan at the UN when 
he lashed out at the Third 
World's "politics of resent- 
ment and the economics of 
envy." The cheers that went 
up when Moynihan set out to 
repudiate the charges that we 
were 
imperialist 
exploiters 


should have had an immediate 
effect on the various presiden- 
tial political candidates. For a 
moment it seemed that Sena- 
tor Henry Jackson was about 
to make good use of his friend- 
ship with Moynihan. But he 
slid off too rapidly into sterile 
talk about secondary "labor" 
issues, such as right-to-work 
laws and the application of 
uniform wage standards to all 
parts of the country.

Reagan chose his ground 


well when he began to or- 
chestrate patriotic themes in 
Texas, the "Alamo State." 
Texans are, as a rule, not 
afflicted with the guilt feelings 
that disturb Eastern liberals. 
When Reagan let Jerry Ford 


have it because of Adminis- 
tration double-talk about the 
Panama Canal, he may have 
been underplaying the possi- 
bilities of Canal lock sabotage 
if the Panamanian dictator, 
General Omar Torrijos, should 
give a tacit signal to students 
for a "demonstration." But he 
surely underscored the humil- 
iating aspects of the current 
semi-secret 
negotiations 
in 


which the State Department 
(not Congress) proposes to re- 
linquish our clear rights to 
operational sovereignty in 
Canal Zone territory which we 
bought in 1903. We have been 
negotiating with a pro-Castro 
Panamanian 
regime 
under 


threats; indeed, the Pan- 
amanian dictator has talked 
about going the 
"Ho Chi 


Minh" route if we refuse to 
cede the one to a Panama that 
had never owned it. (The 
original title to the region was 
Colombia's.) 


A double Canal Zone sov- 


ereignty agreement negotiated 
with a friendly Panamanian 
government pledged to uphold 
the Monroe Doctrine would be 
one thing. But Torrijos has 
made common cause with 
Cuban Marxists How could 
we be more humiliated in a 
post-Angola period than to be 
forced to make deals with a 
Torrijos who has had a prom- 
ise of military aid from Fidel 
Castro himself? It is really 
incredible that Barry Gold- 
water, who had objected to 
truckling to Panama in his 
"Why Not Victory?" in 1962, 
should be now attacking Re- 
agan for standing on our rights 
in the Canal controversy. 


No Irresponsible Talk 


Reagan has not been talking 


"irresponsibly" about commit- 
ting U.S. soldier1! to profitless 


no-win overseas campaigns. 
But he has been objecting to 
Kissinger's 
African policies, 


which, in effect, would speed 
the day when black guerrillas, 
with or without Soviet and 
Cuban help, might hope to 
topple 
the 
white minority 


Rhodesian government of Ian 
Smith. We may take it for 
granted that a quarter of a 
million whites cannot forever 
continue to rule six or seven 
million blacks in Rhodesia. 
But the Smith government, in 
all sincerity, has been trying to 
negotiate a gradual change in 
Rhodesian institutions that 
would not result in instant 
despoliation and murder of the 
productive forces of the coun- 
try. If Kissinger is going to talk 
about majority rule, he should 
be careful to couple it with a 
defense of minority rights. 


What Reagan is doing is to 


articulate 
the national re- 


bound from the humiliations 
of the Vietnam collapse, 
which, as the North Vietnam' 
ese chief of staff, General 
Dung, has recently said, was 
made in Washington, D.C. He 
is carrying Jimmy Carter's 
commitment of "love" a step 
further; the Reagan commit- 
ment is to pride, which is 
another word for "live in ac- 
tion."

Dr. Benjamin, who pre- 


sented 
the new technique at the April 
meeting of the Federation of 
American Societies for Ex- 
perimental Biology, explained 
in an interview that before the 
new method was worked out, 
only sporadic results had been 
achieved in transplanting hu- 
man breast cancer in labora- 
tory animals. 


The old method was slow, 


spotty and not always trans- 
ferable from one generation o( 
mice to another, she said. 


Over the last 18 months, the 


two pathologists worked to 
transplant breast cancer taken 


from a 77-year-old woman into 
laboratory mire. So far they 
have developed the tumor 
through seven generations of 
mice, taking three to four 
weeks each time. 


"We are working for a per- 


manent model and will try to 
keep it going forever," said Dr. 
Benjamin, who was born in 
India and wears the sari native 
to her homeland. "We can use 
it forever to test various types 
of drugs." 


They explained that they 


inject one million cells of the 
living human breast cancer 
culture into the newborn mice, 
then treat the animals with 
cortisone to lower their im- 
munity and prod the spread of 


the tumor. The technique is 
not necessarily new, but its 
success with human breast 
cancer is. 


"Dr. Benjamin is the gal who 


really turned the trick on 
this," said Pmkerton, a pro- 
fessor emeritus at the univer- 


sity and a respected researcher 
for 50 years "I tried it with 
hamsters with no luck at all." 


The 
pathologists suspect 


their work may have suc- 
ceeded where similar other at- 
tempts have failed because 
they used a cancer from a 
woman past menopause, 
where hormonal factors would 
play a minimal role.

ATLANTA (UPI) - 
Major league 


leader Dave Kingman doesn't want to 
start thinking about how many home runs 
he might hit this season. 


"If I shoot for 50, I'll start striking out 


and my batting average will really suf- 
fer," said the New York Mets' outfielder 
after hitting his 13th and 14th homers in 
Wednesday night's 6-3 victory over the 
Atlanta Braves. 


"I don't want to talk about home run 


totals, at least not yet," said the 6-foot- 
6, 210pound Kingman. "Let's wait and 
see if 1 can avoid injury and get to play 
a full season for a change." 


Despite injuries, the 27-yearold former 


San Francisco Giant hit 36 home runs last 
year in his first season with the Mets and 
teammate Joe Torre predicts that was 
just a tuneup for the sort of year he 
expects Kingman to have this time 
around. 


Kingman credited Torre as being a key 


factor in his fast start this season. 


"I never had a great hitter like Joe 


hitting behind me before," he explained. 
"It's a great feeling. 


"Opportunity, that's the secret," said 


Kingman who has 33 RBIs in 30 games 
after driving in three with a 4-for-5 
performance Wednesday night. "I never 
knew when I'd be in the lineup when I was 
with the Giants. That was my trouble in 
the past. It made me press, made me try 
too hard to prove myself when I did get 
in. 


^ "Now, because I am playing every day, 
I'm totally relaxed. Striking out hasn't 
concerned me lately, neither mentally or 
at the plate. I haven't been trying to 
overpower the ball. My last four home 
runs were not spectacular, but they were 
good enough to get out. 


"I'd like to hit for a higher average," 


said Kirgman, who raised his average to 
.262 Wednesday night. "I'm not trying to 
kill the ball. I'm taking a healthy cut, but 


just trying to meet the ball." 


Kingman tore up old nemesis Andy 


Messersmith Wednesday night with those 
two homers, a run-scoring double and a 
single off the former Dodger ace who is 
now 0-4 with the Braves. 


"I never use to have much success 


against Messersmith," said Kingman. 
"But the Messersmith we saw out there 
tonight wasn't close to being the pitcher 
he can be." 


Mets pitcher Jerry Koosamn (4-1), on 


the other hand, scattered five singles over 
the first 8 1-3 innings before getting into 
trouble in the ninth. Skip Lockwood 
finished op after Jim Wynn's three-run 
pinch-hit homer.

OAKLAND (UPI) - Before Game 5 


of the NBA's Western Conference finals, 
Cliff Ray, somewhat embarrassingly, 
said the Golden State Warriors weren't 
playing smart defense.

loss to the Phoenix Suns, Ray noted the 
keys were failure to block out on the 
offensive boards and inability to effec- 
tively clog up the middle against the 
Suns' penetrating guards.

The fifthyear center from 
Oklahoma had his best offensive night 
in the playoffs, hitting 7-of-8 shots and 
picking off 16 rebounds while holding 
Phoenix's Rookie of the Year, Alvan 
Adams, to 12 points in addition to 
making five steals. 


"Let's face it," Ray said of the 111-95 


victory which gave Golden State a 3-2 
lead in the best-of-seven series. "De- 
fense makes us go and we didn't play 
good defensive basketball Sunday. 


"When I say this, I mean we just 


weren't on our defensive game. I was 
able to do a lot more inside tonight 
simply because our defense kept the 
pressure on them and made them miss 
a lot more." 


In turn, it opened up the Warriors' 


offense. The defending NBA champions 
hit 57 per cent of their shots in the 24 
minutes to take a commanding leads of 
40-24 at the end of the first quarter and 
69-50 at halftime.

Lebanon. 


Not the gunmen who swag- 


ger through the streets, empty 
of any police or other signs of 
official authority. 


Certainly not the politicians 


— who have done little in a 
year to end the fighting prefer- 
ring, as always, the devious 
maneuver in the middle of the 
carnage to retain their own 
power structure. 


The unsung heroes are a 


select band of Lebanese who 
have stuck to their posts, often 
at great personal risk, in hospi-

tals and power stations, at the 
airport, the central post office 
and elsewhere to keep some 
services going when all else is 
anarchy. 


For 
reporters 
who have 


worked through the war the 
fact that public utilities still 
are operating is a near miracle. 


Beirut often is plunged into 


darkness as the power fails, 
but the lights come on again. 
The city's American Univer- 
sity Hospital, the biggest in 
Beirut, still is operating with 
40 per cent of its staff. 


At the airport, where ran- 


dom artillery shells, would-be 
hijackers, and dissident 
gunmen have left their scars,' 


the information desk still is 
manned, porters carry the bag- 
gage of the few arriving pas- 
sengers, or of those lucky 
enough to be leaving. 


Despite ruptured pipes in 


hundreds of bombed-out 
areas, most homes still have 
water as engineers work des- 
perately to close taps or open 
valves to keep supplies flow- 
ing. 


At the Post Office, 17 men 


eat, sleep and work around the 
clock leaving the building to 
keep communications intact. 
Normally the staff totals 140. 


Why they bother, only they 


know. The bureaucrats and 


senior 
government 
officials 


who waxed fat for years either 
have fled the country or stay 
out of sight — emerging only 
toward the end of each month 
when the ritual of paying gov- 
ernment salaries is enacted. 


At the American University 


hospital, the staff hasn't been 
paid for two months. 


One surgeon recalls starting 


operating at 7 a.m. one day on 
a gunman with a bullet wound 


in the head., 


"I finished the next evening 


"In 
that time I had worked all day 
and night and done 14 brain 
operations in a row."

nursing services, Sheila Ham- 
mond of Belfast — a city not 
unused to violence — says on 
many occasions both patients

The Central Post Office is 


situated in the heart of the

the entire Lebanese telex sys- 
tem. But leased lines to news 
agencies, lines for overseas 


commerical traffic and 
in- 


ternational telephone circuits 
escaped. 


The skeleton staff also es- 


caped injury. 


"We were all trying to sleep 


at the time," said George, an 
engineer who.has been away 
from his office once in seven 
weeks to see his wife and ch'l-' 
dren. 


He and the others lie down 


in the corridors, on mattresses 
and a few blankets. Some sim- 
ply stay in pajamas through- 


out the day until they fall back 
into bed. 


The sound of mortars, rock- 


ets and artillery shells echo 
across the building day and 
night. Most of the post office 
windows have long gone. 


I asked George why, after 


having been home he had 
come back again.

Thomas Ends His Radio Series Tomorrow

"Good evening everybody." 


It has taken Lowell Thomas 


SLyears of broadcasting, many 
mpre 
in 
public speaking, 


scores of films and 52 books to 
tell the things he has seen and 
done from Allenby at Jerusa- 
lem and Lawrence in Arabia to 
Shangri La and Timbucktu 
with thousands of points in 
between. 
"Authors and celebrities — 
H. Allen 
Smith, Dale 


Carnegie, Russel Grouse and 
Frances Yeats-Brown among 
them — have tried to tell his 
story briefly. Their 
efforts 


wound up packed in an "an- 
thology" of such reports. And 
still there was more to tell. 


An interview with Thomas 


produces 
a 
report 
written 


almost as he talks. Those pre- 
cisely elocuted, bell-clear, 
seldom complete sentences, 
they tumble out. 


Now "L.T." is 84, about to 


end the longest running 
network radio program in his- 
tory, let alone the longest run- 
ning coast-to-coast newscast. 
After 46 consecutive years on 
the Columbia Broadcasting 
System, he will say, "So long 
for now," instead of "so long 
until tomorrow," this Friday 
night. 


Retiring? Never. He has 


several books planned, two 
more about to be published — 
his reminiscenses and one on 
Gen. Jimmy Doolittle. There 
are his philanthropic interests, 
his gold mine venture in Colo- 
rado, 
his desire to revive 


Cinerama, his highly suc- 
cessful public television series, 


his Capital Cities communica- 
tions group, his public speak- 
ing, his travels, the libraries of 
his memorabilia — The Uni- 
versity of Denver where one is 
located is giving him a dinner 
Friday — and his skiing 


Yes, he still skis. 
"I've heard it said — I don't 


know of course — that I'm the 
oldest Alpine skier in Ameri-

ca," he says with pride and a 
twinkling eye. "Of course, I 
don't ski with the abandon I 
did a few years ago." 


"I've broken both legs and 


shoulders, cracked a number 
of ribs and damaged my neck. 
It is really the most thrilling 
sport.

He hurries into his paneled 


Manhattan office only slightly 
late after a television ap- 


pearance. A luncheon date is 
ahead. He is just back from 
Denver and New Orleans. 


The shoulders are slightly 


stooped But the step is brisk, 
decisive. The hair still is full, 
but 
gray. The pencil-thin 


moustache has virtually disap- 
peared. 


"All my life, I've had what 


you would consider a very bad 
habit. How I got into this habit

ning parellel at the same 
time." 


They are journalism, lectur- 


ing and writing. 


He recalls names, dates and 


places with ease and accuracy. 
He recounts how a youth spent 
in Colorado's Cripple Creek 
District gold camps.— Texas 
Guinan was his Sunday school 
teacher, Jack Dempsey, a fel- 
low miner — led to editing two 
daily newspapers there. 


Then came Chicago news- 


papering and daredevil filming 
of Alaska's Yukon rapids and 
the Grand Canyon from a 
rusted old cable. He went to 
college between those events. 
He wound up covering the 
Italian campaign after World 
War I broke out. 


He recalls "the incredible 


good luck" of joining Allenby 
for the fall of Jerusalem which 
led to his experiences with 
Lawrence in Arabia. 


Pressed for his most thrilling 


experience, he hesitates. "It is 
very hard to pick one out but 
Lawrence, probably. It was 
one of the most dramatic 
stories of all time." 


The world lecture and film 


tour that began in New York 


after the war and went on to 
Europe and around the world 
over six years is another point 
of pride. 


"I had a 60-piece orchestra 


to accompany me and used 
sound effects," he recalls. 
"Yes, I am a showman, per- 
haps 
more than anything 


else." 


Through it all, he found time 


for expeditions — New 
Guinea, 
Antarctica, 
India, 


Africa. 


He remembers it was 1924 


that he first appeared on radio 
over KDKA, Pittsburgh, "de- 
scribing 
man's 
first 
flight 


around the world — it was an 
historic event equal to the dis- 
covery of America, man's first 
flight to the moon." 


William Paley got him first 


to appear on CBS with a story 
that he would lose his job if 
Thomas did not come from his 
Pauling, N.Y., estate to talk 
with him. So he said, "good 
evening everybody" first on 
Sept. 30, 1929

Lawson; Procedure Saved Taxpayers $180,000 
Onteora Board Defends Stance 


BOICEVILLE — "Onteora 


school district taxpayers have 
been exposed to many letters 
and articles m local news me- 
dia which represent them- 
selves as fact, but are not," 
according to Donald A Law- 
son Jr , Onteora school board 
president 


Speaking for the 
board, 


Lawson said "We want to get 
the truth to the citizens The 
board has saved 
taxpayers 


some $180,000 by the pro- 
cedure it followed to secure 
$47,000 in state aid for renova- 
tion of the junior high school 


"Recent statements to the 


contrary are wrong and serve 
to muddy the facts These mis- 
statements are especially re- 
grettable since the district ur- 
gently needs to have peace and 
harmony restored 


"Before the State Education 


Department would approve 
and aid the junior high school 
renovation, it required that 
the project and the existing 
structure meet state stan 
dards It is not only required 
by state law to obtain prior 
approval before beginning a 
project, but it is also prudent 
to know the full cost before 
beginning construction 


"Mrs Irene Motne proposed 


three resolutions in March 
that could have cost taxpayers 
an 
additional 5189,000 
if 


passed One would have com- 


mitted the board to an air 
conditioning system for an art 
classroom or remove the room 
from student use The other 
provided for a program to meet 
lighting requirements 


"Not 
wishing to issue a 


blank check, a majority of the 
board declined to pass them 
until they were reviewed by an 
attorney and their full cost was 
determined, and until a sec- 
ond opinion was received 
That same evening the 
a r c h i t e c t u r a l f i r m of 
Kammsky and Shiffer was en- 
gaged 


"Their evaluation reported 


that only $8,500—not 
$189,000, was needed Instead 
of air conditioning the art 
classroom, the existing roof 
window could be remodeled 
Fire doors and exit signs were 
also needed In all other areas, 
they reported that the existing 
building met or exceeded state 
requirements 


"The board, on April 21, 


passed a resolution commit 
ting the district to the neces 
sary changes The next day the 
state accepted the evaluation, 
the project was approved, and 
state aid assured
